The experimental use of a new pois- 
on named “Compound 1080” for A\l- 
berta’s coyote program was announced 
today by O. S. Longman, Min- 
ister of Agriculture.

The poison has been planted as bait 
at 21 stations in Cochrane Municipal 
District, with an equal number still 
planned for the area, Others are ready 
for distribution in Pinche Creek Muni- 
cipal district, 

Compound 1089, which has the chem- 
ical name sodium fiuoracetate, can be 
used only during the winter months 
so that the ground in the area will 
not be affected by the chemicals. The 
poison is injected into carcasses of 
horses, placed at remote areas in the 
province, There is no known antidote 
for Compound 1080. Because of its 
deadliness, only government experts 
are permitted to set the bait. Warning 
signs are posted on gates throughout 
the surroundin area and baits are set 
at least one mile trom the nearest 
building. Only a small amount of the 
poison is needed to kill an animal or 
human being, and the Department of 
Agriculture urges persons living in 


areas Where the poison is being used 
to be extremely careful.

Compound 1080 differs from many 
other poisons in that the body of an 
animal kil'ed by the poison is as dan- 
as the original bait. that 
the public warned not to 
handle the carcasses of coyotes found 
in the poison area.

Redman, our plant breeders 
have already developed several new 
varieties with considerable resist- 
to stem rust 15B.
